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Kids *will be safe 
from killer clowns’ 

Police vow young trick-or-treaters won’t be at risk on Monday

HAMMERSMITH and Fulham’s top police of¬ 
ficer has promised to keep trick-or-treating 
children safe from “killer-clown” pranksters 
on Halloween night after two men in scary 
masks were arrested at Westfield shopping 
centre. 

In the borough’s first case of the bizarre 
craze, the pair were charged with public-order 
offences after “terrifying” shoppers in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush. 

A woman was reportedly chased around a 
car park by one of the individuals while the 
other filmed it on a mobile phone. 

It was the latest in a wave of pranks involv¬ 
ing people dressed in clown costumes scaring 
members of the public and brandishing 
weapons. 

Fears have been raised that the craze could 
reach new heights of terror on Halloween 
night next Monday. But the borough’s chief of 
police has pledged to put a stop to the incidents 
and ensure the streets are safe for children to 
go trick or treating. 

Chief Superintendent Gideon Springer said 
there are extensive policing plans in place to 
deal with crime and antisocial behaviour on 
Halloween. 

It is understood that safer-neighbourhood 
officers will also be stepping up patrols around 
the borough in a bid to stop offenders in their 
tracks. 

“Hammersmith and Fulham police are well 
aware of the rise in antisocial behaviour and 
other offences that can occur during and in the 
run-up to Halloween,” he told the Chronicle. 

“We are also aware of a small number of 
‘killer-clown’ incidents that have occurred in 
some areas of the capital. Any similar in¬ 
stances where a criminal offence has been 
identified will be dealt with robustly.” 

Ch Supt Springer also said officers are work¬ 
ing closely with local partners to calm public 
fears about the clown craze and will use all 
available resources to keep people safe. 

He said: “We have extensive policing plans to 
deal with any rises in crime and antisocial be¬ 
haviour during the Halloween period. 

“We are working closely with our partners in 
the local authority to minimise the impact

‘Ministers must prioritise 
war on city homelessness’

INISTERS 
must do more 
to open up the 
private rented 
sector to those 
on low in¬ 
comes if London is to avoid a 
deepening poverty crisis, accord¬ 
ing to the head of a leading rough 
sleepers’ charity. 

Steven Platts, chief executive 
of Glass Door, called on policy¬ 
makers to prioritise the war on 
homelessness as he warned that 
official figures represent only the 
tip of the iceberg. 

The West London charity 
raised upwards of £145,000 at its 
annual Sleep Out event this 
month as more than 300 people 
spent a night on the streets in 
Chelsea’s Duke of York Square. 

The fundraiser - now in its 
fourth year - amounts to around 
a fifth of the charity’s overall in¬ 


come and has helped to expand 
its shelter service in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham, and Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea, and out into 
Wandsworth. 

Mr Platts, 37, said the plight of 
rough sleepers continues to 
strike a chord with big-hearted 
Londoners. 

“I think it’s because the issue 
is so visible,” he said in an exclu¬ 
sive interview with London 
Weekly News. “It doesn’t matter if 
you are walking past Westmin¬ 
ster Cathedral or down a subur¬ 
ban high street - the chances are 
you will see another human 
being with nowhere to go. 

“And I think many people re¬ 
alise it can happen to anyone. 
The people who come through 
our doors all face a unique set of 
challenges but often you think 
‘That could be my uncle, my 
mother’.” 


While it may be a visible prob¬ 
lem, Mr Platts believes it is not 
necessarily an impossible one. 

Glass Door is gearing up to 
welcome at least 85 people 
through the doors of its shelters 
this winter, also offering case¬ 
work support and daytime ser¬ 
vices such as laundry and 
washing facilities. 

From mid-November through 
to March, the charity will be 
partnering local churches to put 
a roof over the head of West Lon¬ 
don’s rough sleepers. 

Everyone who stays at the 
shelter is given a sleeping bag 
and mat, and served an evening 
meal and cooked breakfast. 

“We have a formula that works 
and by partnering with churches, 
which offer fantastic space for 
free in Central London, we can 
get people off the streets and into 
somewhere safe and warm,” said

Mr Platts. “From there we can 
begin to give people the support 
they need to get back into stable 
living situations. 

“Once you realise there is 
something we can do to help 
someone get off the streets, people 
want to be involved. 

“The ability to make a differ¬ 
ence locally resonates and it 
sticks in people’s mind when they 
think of supporting Glass Door.” 

Sadly though, the problem is 
growing in London. Official fig¬ 
ures suggest the number of rough 
sleepers has doubled in the last 
five years - but Mr Platts believes 
this masks the true extent. 

He said: “Estimates would give 
you a figure of about T000 people 
on any given night but we know 
many people are never seen. 

“They sleep on buses or hide in 
parks. 

“Each year the figure goes up 
because of many different factors 
- growing pressures on the hous¬ 
ing market make it remarkably 
easy to lose a tenancy and end up 
homeless. 

“And getting back into accom¬ 
modation is fiendishly difficult 
without a decent income. 

“Even when you manage to 
find a job it can be tricky to save 
up enough for a deposit and find 
an affordable rental. We know of 
many people who work but sim¬ 
ply don’t make enough money to 
pay rent.” 

Mr Platts said the onus is on 
the government and local coun¬ 
cils to open up private rented ac¬ 
commodation for those on low 
incomes, while giving existing 
tenants a stronger grip on their 
home. 

Low earners also need more se¬ 
cure employment opportunities - 
with decent pay - to stave off the 
risk of sleeping rough, he said. 

Married with two children, Mr 
Platts graduated with a first-class 
degree in maths from the Univer¬ 
sity of Liverpool. 

It was while he was working on 
his doctoral thesis that a friend 
invited him to help out once a 
week at a local soup kitchen. 

Having spent the last five years 
at the helm of Glass Door, he says 
it is the remarkable efforts of vol¬ 
unteers that continue to inspire 
him day in, day out. 

He said: “I take a lot of my en¬ 
ergy and motivation from the peo¬ 
ple around me - particularly the 
volunteers who work tirelessly to 
make the guests feel welcome, 
and the guests themselves who 
show a resilience and tenacity 
that I am not sure I would have if 
I was in their situation. 

“There is a great community of 
people surrounding Glass Door 
now - and despite all the chal¬ 
lenges, many of our guests are 
making strides, turning their life 
around. 

“Often a guest we have helped 
will come back, tell us about their 
home and how their life is going, 
and say ‘Thank you’. 

“Some even become volunteers 
because they want to give back to 
others. That is incredibly moti¬ 
vating.” 
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Estates’ boost 

A SERIES of 1960s council 
estates in Hammersmith and 
Fulham have been "climate- 
proofed" as part of a major 
project. 

Environmental charity 
Groundwork London worked 
with council officers over two 
years to improve the estates. 

The scheme included 
measures to boost biodiversity 
and reduce the risk of flooding. 

Special "green roofs" have 
been fitted on to buildings, 
with sunken raingardens and 
community planting areas also 
installed. 

Estates that benefited from 
the green revamp included 
Queen Caroline in 
Hammersmith and Cheesemans 
Terrace in West Kensington, as 
well as Richard Knight House, 
Eric MacDonald House and Cyril 
Thatcher House in Fulham. 

Dusty Gedge, who worked as 
a green infrastructure 
consultant for the project, said 
the improvements were a 
crucial step towards ensuring 
that the borough's housing 
stock lasts long into the future. 

He said:"If we are going to 
deal with climate change and 
resilience, new housing stock 
will be built to last. But the old 
stock is now the big problem 
for London." 

Plans for park 

COUNCIL chiefs have launched 
a public consultation on plans 
to improve Hurlingham Park in 
Fulham. 

Competition for parking 
spaces is high alongside the 
park and some visitors to the 
sports and leisure facilities have 
been left struggling to find a 
spot. 

There are currently no 
parking controls in the park but 
town-hall bosses are 
considering changes to 
discourage commuters from 
outside the borough. 

Authors’ gig 

CHILDREN'S authors Judith Kerr 
and John Burningham will 
appear together on stage for 
the first time during a half-term 
storytelling festival. 

The Lyric Theatre in 
Hammersmith is hosting the 
Storystock event, which has 
been described as a travelling 
circus of stories. 

Ms Kerr and Mr Burningham 
will take part in an on-stage 
conversation on Thursday at 
2pm, with further events and 
workshops planned on Friday. 

Bye bye, petal 

OLD-FASHIONED pet names 
such as sugar and petal have 
been replaced by modern terms 
like babe and hun, according to 
a poll of loved-up Londoners. 

A survey found that lovie, 
bunny and bear are now among 
the least popular names but 
darling and sweetheart remain 
common. 

Love is the most popular 
term used by Londoners to 
describe their other half. 

Knife dangers 

THE dangers of knife crime 
were highlighted in two short 
films made by young people in 
Hammersmith and Fulham. 

Teenagers personally 
affected by knives and drug 
crime produced the films, which 
were premiered at an event in 
Regent Street last week. 

The films were funded by City 
Hall's policing and crime team. 


Cops hunt four over 
‘distraction raids’

POLICE are hunting four sus¬ 
pects after a spate of “distraction 
burglaries” targeting the elderly 
- including three in the space of 
24 hours. 

Detectives say people aged in 
their 70s and 80s were preyed 
upon by the thieves, who made 
off with bundles of cash and a col¬ 
lection of expensive jewellery. 

A succession of “despicable” 
raids have been reported at prop¬ 
erties in Hammersmith and Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush, only weeks after a 
101-year-old woman was targeted 
on her own doorstep. 

Each of the cases involved a 
man claiming to be from the local 
council asking to check the water 
supply. 

He tricked his way inside, say¬ 
ing essential maintenance work 
was needed to prevent a risk of 
flooding. 

Meanwhile, burglars crept in 
through another entrance and 
rummaged through the victims’ 
possessions. 

Police are stepping up their 
search for the offenders after re¬ 
leasing CCTV footage of four men 
in connection with the burglar¬ 
ies. 

The first incident took place in 
Du Cane Road on Tuesday Octo¬ 
ber 11 at around 1pm, with a sec¬ 
ond in Linacre Court only two 
hours later. Cash was stolen in 
both cases. 

Then a burglary occurred in 
Riverside Gardens at around 
4.45pm on Wednesday October 12. 
The thieves made off with £530 in 
cash, three diamond and sap¬ 
phire rings worth more than 
£4,000, and five gold bangles. 

The sudden spate of burglaries 
follows a similar incident in 
Shepherd’s Bush in which a 101- 


year-old woman was targeted on 
her doorstep. 

Local police are now warning 
Hammersmith and Fulham resi¬ 
dents to be extra vigilant when 
answering the door to strangers. 

Detective Constable Davidson, 
from Hammersmith CID, said: 
“The borough has seen a number 
of distraction burglaries recently 
involving elderly residents. 

“This is a despicable crime 
where people pose as workers 
from places such as utility com¬ 
panies or the council. 

“They gain the trust of elderly 


residents and invite themselves 
in to carry out ‘essential mainte¬ 
nance work’ like fixing a leak 
from upstairs or burst pipes. 

“I would ask that people be ex¬ 
tra vigilant and check the ID of 
anyone who is unknown to them 
who comes to their door. 

“Please keep an eye out for vul¬ 
nerable persons within your com¬ 
munity and help to keep them 
safe.”

“But my pain and 
suffering was noth¬ 
ing compared to 
what cancer pa¬ 
tients and their 
families go through 
every day.”

Suspended jail 
for subletting 
council flat

A COUNCIL tenant was 
caught illegally renting her 
White City flat for more than 
three years - despite living 
and working on the other side 
of the world. 

Sherene Henry, 31, was 
given a 12-month suspended 
prison sentence after admit¬ 
ting that she sublet her coun¬ 
cil flat in Ormiston Grove. 

An investigation by Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham coun¬ 


cil fraud officers revealed 
that Henry was renting out 
the flat even though she 
moved to Abu Dhabi in 2012 to 
work as a teacher. 

The council received a tip- 
off that Henry had been sub¬ 
letting the flat. Payments 
made to her bank account 
under the description “rent” 
were discovered from July 
2012 to November 2015. 

Further bank statements 
revealed incoming payments 
in Abu Dhabi were being 
transferred back to the UK, 


while an examination of 
Henry’s phone records 
showed she was in the United 
Arab Emirates. 

Cllr Lisa Homan, the local 
authority’s cabinet member 
for housing, said the council 
would not tolerate anyone 
abusing social housing for 
their own benefit - and she 
warned other offenders not to 
cheat the system. 

She said: “When there is a 
nationwide housing crisis it 
is vital that our homes are 
used by those in genuine 
need. 

“I hope this conviction 
serves as a warning not to try 
to cheat the system.” 

Isleworth Crown Court was 
told that Henry had been 
working as a teacher while 
living in Abu Dhabi. 

A sweep of the property in 
Ormiston Gove uncovered 
two USB memory sticks that 
were found to contain ten¬ 
ancy-agreement documents 
between Henry and her ten¬ 
ant. 

The court heard that Henry 
made thousands of pounds in 
profit from the scam but the 
exact figure could not be con¬ 
firmed. 

Henry was charged for the 
period from July 2012 to Jan¬ 
uary 2016 and entered a guilty 
plea when she first appeared 
at Hammersmith Magis¬ 
trates’ Court in July. 

Henry, now of Kingsdown 
Avenue in East Acton, was 
sentenced to 12 months’ im¬ 
prisonment, suspended for 
two years.

"Hammersmith and Fulham 
police are well aware of the rise 
in antisocial behaviour and 
other offences that can occur 
during and in the run-up to 
Halloween," he told the 
Chronicle. 

"We are also aware of a small 
number of'killer-clown' 
incidents that have occurred in 
some areas of the capital. Any 
similar instances where a 
criminal offence has been 
identified will be dealt with 
robustly." 

Ch Supt Springer also said 
officers are working closely 
with local partners to calm 
public fears about the clown 
craze and will use all available 
resources to keep people safe. 

He said:"We have extensive 
policing plans to deal with any 
rises in crime and antisocial 
behaviour during the 
Halloween period. 

"We are working closely with 
our partners in the local 
authority to minimise the 
impact these incidents may 
have on the wider community. 

"I am confident that these 
plans will be effective and 
provide a safe environment for 


the people who live and work 
within the borough." 

Mortaza Muzafari, 20, of 
Snells Park Road, Enfield, and 
Mohammed Rashid, 18, of 
Davey Close, Enfield, will 
appear at Hammersmith 
Magistrates'Court next month 
following the Westfield 
incident on October 17. 

Police charged the two men 
with offences under the Public 
Order Act but have not shared 
specific details about the case. 

Soon after the arrests, 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
police posted on Twitter:"Two 
arrested tonight for a 'killer- 
clown' prank. It's not funny to 
terrify people and we will act 
where laws are broken." 

It is the latest in a string of 
"killer-clown" incidents that 
have swept across West 
London in the last few weeks. 

A man was confronted by a 
masked figure carrying a 
hockey stick outside Latimer 
Road station on October 6. And 
another man was arrested after 
deliberately frightening several 
people at the Brunei University 
campus on October 8. 

Commander Julian Bennett, 
lead officer for the Met's 


Autumn Nights safety 
campaign, warned that "killer- 
clown" incidents are likely to 
peak in the run-up to 
Halloweeen. 

He said:"Antisocial 
behaviour can leave people 
feeling scared, anxious and 
intimidated and I would urge 
those who are causing fear and 
alarm to carefully consider the 
impact their actions have on 
others. 

"In the run-up to Halloween 
it is expected that these types 
of incidents will increase. 

"But with the launch of our 
annual Autumn Nights 
campaign, safer- 
neighbourhood officers 
working in partnership with 
other agencies will be carrying 
out additional reassurance 
patrols and will be on hand for 
those who are especially 
vulnerable during this period. 

"While we do not want to 
stop people from enjoying 
themselves, it is important that 
while having fun they 
remember to act in a 
responsible manner and 
understand that they could be 
prosecuted if a criminal offence 
is committed." 
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White City set to be fashion hotspot

WHITE City is set to become 
a new hotspot for London’s 
booming fashion industry 
after the world’s leading lux¬ 
ury retailer announced plans 
to move into Hammersmith 
and Fulham. 

The Yoox Net-a-Porter 
group, known as YNAP, has 
chosen W12 as the location 
for its new technology hub. 

The industry giant formed 
last year following a merger 
of the two companies - and it 
now boasts a global customer 
base of 2.5 million people, de¬ 
livering to 180 countries 
around the world. 

But the firm says it will 
strengthen its commitment 
to London by bringing to¬ 
gether its tech teams at 
White City Place next year. 

The 70,000 sq ft complex is 
set to open in March and will 
bring 650 jobs to the north of 
the borough. 

Federico Marchetti, 
YNAP’s chief executive, said: 
“We believe our technology 
teams will thrive in a cut¬ 
ting-edge environment that 
reflects our values and vi¬ 
sion for the future of online 
luxury retail.” 

The new hub will enable 
the company to expand its 
tech team by 20 per cent, 
with X 000 employees spread 
across London and a sepa¬ 
rate headquarters in 
Bologna, Italy. 

It has further bases in the 


USA, Jamaica, China and 
Hong Kong. 

Bosses boasted that the 
move to White City would 
allow engineers to accelerate 
research and development, 
paving the way for yet-to-be- 
released technological break¬ 
throughs. 

Rajesh Agrawal, London’s 
deputy mayor for business 
and enterprise, welcomed 
the announcement. 

He said: “I am delighted 
that there will be yet more 
new tech jobs coming to the 
capital. 

“This highlights once 
again that London is open 
for business, new investment 
and global talent.” 

The arrival of YNAP 
marks the first major office 


letting for the MediaWorks 
scheme at White City Place - 
the site of the former BBC 
Television Centre currently 
being redeveloped by project 
partners Stanhope and Mit¬ 
sui. 

It was welcomed as a boost 
to the local economy as well, 
with councillors quick to 
praise the scheme. 

Cllr Andrew Jones, Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for 
economic development and 
regeneration, said: “We are 
determined to be the best 
council in London for busi¬ 
ness and we are delighted to 
see White City leading the 
way for investment in the 
fashion and technology sec¬ 
tors.” 


Calls for crackdown on faulty appliances

MINISTERS are facing grow¬ 
ing calls to crack down on 
faulty household appliances 
following a tumble-drier fire 
at a Shepherd’s Bush tower 
block that sparked a wave of 
public outcry. 

Hammersmith MP Andy 
Slaughter is stepping up the 
campaign in Parliament after 
highlighting the “inadequa¬ 
cies” of manufacturers’ prod¬ 
uct-recall procedures. 

He tabled an early day mo¬ 
tion on the subject in the 
House of Commons last week 
and joined a delegation of MPs 
to quiz consumer minister 
Margot James. Mr Slaughter 
has demanded that manufac¬ 
turers make risk assessments 
available to the public once a 
fault is found with a product. 

The former shadow justice 
minister also wants the gov¬ 
ernment to introduce a single 
register for all UK product re¬ 
calls so that consumers can 
easily check whether their ap¬ 
pliances are dangerous. 

The campaign was trig¬ 
gered by a tower-block blaze 
in Shepherd’s Bush that took 
120 firefighters to extinguish. 

It was confirmed this month 
that the fire was sparked by a 
faulty tumble drier that had 
been due for repair. 

Manufacturer Whirlpool’s 
official safety advice is that 
the driers can still be used if 


closely monitored. But the 
company is facing growing 
pressure to change its policy 
following the fire at Shep¬ 
herd’s Court on August 19, 
which left dozens of residents 
unable to return home. 

In the House of Commons 
recently, Mr Slaughter said: 
“It is not right that these dri¬ 
ers, with their known faults, 
continue in use even if there is 
somebody in the house who is 
awake and alert. We know if 
one catches fire then there 
may be nothing you can do to 
prevent your own property 
and your neighbour’s proper¬ 
ties from burning down.” 

It emerged last week that 
fires in London involving 
faulty white goods have cost 
the public purse more than 
£118 million in the last five 
years. 

London Fire Brigade said it 
had attended more than 2,000 


incidents since 201f with each 
fire involving washing ma¬ 
chines, fridges and dishwash¬ 
ers costing the taxpayer an 
estimated £57,000. 

London Fire Commissioner 
Ron Dobson said: “There is a 
serious lack of awareness 
about the potential dangers 
posed by faulty white goods 
and manufacturers are lag¬ 
ging behind when it comes to 
prioritising fire resistance in 
their designs.” 

A Whirlpool spokesman 
said: “The safety of consumers 
is our priority and we are 
committed to doing every¬ 
thing we can to ensure that 
the tumble-drier modification 
programme is carried out in a 
safe and timely manner. 

“We continue to co-operate 
fully with the relevant regula¬ 
tory authority as progress of 
the campaign is regularly 
monitored and reviewed.” 



One hundredth of a parking space 
for every person in the capital 


THE extent of London's car parking crisis has 
been revealed as new research shows that 
more than 60 people are scrapping for every 
available space in the capital. 

There is now little more than one hun¬ 
dredth of a parking spot for each Londoner, 
with motorists finding it harder and harder to 
find a bay. 

An analysis by driveway sharing service 
Spacehopper highlighted the shocking ex¬ 
tent of Londoners' parking woes. 

There are just 127,969 accredited spaces in 
the capital, one for every 66 people living in 
London. 

Spacehopper is helping to connect drivers 
so they can share private parking spaces and 


escape the race to a bay. 

Director Alex Walker said: "Peer-to-peer 
parking has the potential to reduce some of 
the worst congestion in towns and cities. 

"Waiting in a traffic bottleneck just to get 
into a busy car park is a waste of time but by 
distributing the spaces across a wider area, 
fewer cars are travelling to the same place." 

The study also revealed that, across the UK, 
an area five times the size of London's Royal 
Parks is currently occupied by public car 
parks. 

This expanse of tarmac is bigger than cities 
such as Stoke-on-Trent and Brighton & Hove, 
and twice the size of Oxford.

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Met does away 
with two ranks 

BRITAIN'S biggest police force 
will soon scrap two entire ranks, 
despite increases in serious crime 
- including Chief Inspectors. 

The cuts will see the end of 
Commander and Chief Inspector 
roles, in a bid to 'streamline' 
leadership. 

The announcement, from Lon¬ 
don's Metropolitan Police Service, 
comes after latest crime figures 
show an increase in gun crime, 
knife crime and murders in the 
capital. 

As part of plans to transform 
the organisation, two of its 
eleven ranks will be phased out 
by summer 2018. 

The rank of Commander will 
not appear in the new leadership 
model, and the Met will also 
move to a single inspecting rank, 
removing the position of Chief 
Inspector. 

Deputy Commissioner Craig 
Mackey said: "The Met has al¬ 
ways adapted to the challenges 
of making London the safest 
global city. 

"This change will allow more 
agile decision-making and better 
communication as we transform 
ourselves for the challenges of 
policing in a digital age. 

"I am hugely grateful to all the 
officers who currently hold these 
ranks, and we will continue to 
value their commitment to the 
organisation while we introduce 
a new structure that is right for 
the changing demands on polic¬ 
ing." 

The Met say, by reducing the lay¬ 
ers of hierarchy, officers will be 
given more freedom to make de¬ 
cisions and spend less time brief¬ 
ing upwards and waiting for 
decisions to come down the 
chain of command. 

A pilot, which has been running 
in Westminster, has already 
shown that streamlining leader¬ 
ship can lead to more effective 
decision-making, police say. 

Jewllery theft 

A GRIEVING widow has been left 
"devastated" after half a million 
pounds worth of jewellery was 
stolen from her Westminster 
home. 

The victim, a woman in her six¬ 
ties, came home to find her pre¬ 
cious jewellery gone. 

Her late husband's carer, who 
stayed on after he died to look 
after the house, was also 
nowhere to be seen. 

Police want to speak to Rowena 
Laysa Manuel, also known as 
Nina, in connection with the 
theft. 

The 46-year-old had looked 
after the victim's husband when 
he was terminally ill. 

A butterfly diamond pendant 
made by the woman's late father 
valued at £250,000, her solitaire 
diamond engagement ring val¬ 
ued at around £50,000 and a pair 
of two-carat solitaire diamond 
earrings were all taken. 

A large gold and silver coin col¬ 
lection, worth more than 
£200,000 and belonging to the 
victim's husband, was also taken. 

Detective Constable Nikki Hub¬ 
bard, from Westminster's serious 
crime unit, said: "The victim is to¬ 
tally devastated by the loss. She 
is still grieving for her husband 
and the ring was something that 
felt close to her husband. 

"The effect on the victim has 
been tremendous. She has lost 
her independence and is in con¬ 
stant fear." 

Ms Manuel is Filipino, around 
5ft 4ins tall and wears a hearing 
aid.

London’s victory parade 
for ‘inspirational’ athletes 


THE Mayor of London, Sadiq 
Khan, said he felt privileged and 
humbled to attend the Olympic 
and Paralympic victory parade in 
Trafalgar Square last week. 

The Mayor, who said the ath¬ 
letes had “inspired millions of 
people” was among a more than 
6,000 strong crowd who turned out 
to cheer the Rio 2016 heroes. 

Team GB won 67 medals in Rio, 
two more than they gained at Lon¬ 
don 2012, while the Paralympians 
won 147 medals - 27 more than 
four years ago. Their medal count 
was the highest since National 
Lottery funding was introduced 
for elite athletes in 1997. 

The parade in London last Tues¬ 
day followed a ticker tape wel¬ 
come the previous day in 
Manchester. 

Several of the athletes addressed 


the crowd from the stage, paying 
tribute to the support they had re¬ 
ceived. 

Paralympian Richard White- 
head MBE said the event was 
"amazing" and called London "a 
special place for sport". 

Swimmer Adam Peaty, who won 
Team GB's first gold medal and 
broke his own world record at 
Rio, said seeing the number of 
spectators in Trafalgar Square 
meant "so much" to him. 

After a performance by The 
Vamps, which saw many of the 
athletes dancing on stage, the 
medal winners were invited to a 
Buckingham Palace reception to 
enjoy canapes and champagne 
with HM The Queen, the Duke 
and Duchess of Cambridge and 
Prince Harry.

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£222,000 bottle 
of brandy sold 

A BRITISH brandy business is 
toasting a staggering result after 
selling a bottle of vintage 
cognac for £222,000. 

The bottle of Massougnes 
1801 Cognac, under its Her¬ 
mitage Cognac label, has been 
owned by Brandy Classics for 
more than 20 years. 

Six months ago the three- 
quarter gallon bottle was put on 
display at Hedonism Wines in 
Mayfair. 

And the upmarket off licence 
has now sold the spirit to a 
buyer from the Far East for the 
record-breaking sum. 

The cognac, which was bar¬ 
relled in 1801 and bottled 
around 50 years later, is thought 
to be the most expensive brandy 
ever sold. 

David Baker, who founded 
Brandy Classics in the 1980s, 
said: "For something of that 
value to actually be sold took us 
all by surprise - it is all very excit¬ 
ing. 

"The shop, who we do deals 
with regularly and put many of 
our produce on their shelves, 
called us saying that someone 
was keen on buying the imperial 
three-quarter gallon bottle. 

"And within the hour, much to 
their shock and excitement, they 
announced that the gentleman 
had bought the cognac, which 
was fantastic news. 

"Usually when we sell bottles 
that are in the thousands we 
usually sell to hotels so this was 
certainly different. 

"We could not quite believe it 
and it is understandable. Al¬ 
though we have been going for 
all of this time, it is not every day 
that you sell something for 
nearly a quarter of a million 
pounds. 

"It is a very, very good price 
and it created a certain amount 
of elation." 

Mr Baker bought the cognac 
near Aigre in South Western 
France, from Marie-Antoinette 
des Allees, Comtesse de la Bour- 
deliere, who is a direct descen¬ 
dant of Louis VII. 

The Comtesse is the last re¬ 
maining ancestor of the French 
true Royal blood and directly 
connected to the English monar¬ 
chy. 

Her estate was devastated by 
disease in the 1870s and the 
grandfather of the Comtesse de¬ 
cided to pull up all the vines, 
planting cereals at the time as 
they were a more profitable 
crop. 

During its heyday, the drinks 
would be on the table of aristo¬ 
crats across Europe. Today, just 
30 hectares of the original estate 
remain. 

The £220,000 price comfort¬ 
ably tops the £148,000 paid for 
an 1805 bottle of cognac last 
year. 

Henry IV Dudognon Heritage 
Cognac Grande Champagne is 
known to sell for more than £1 
million, but this is due to its 
elaborate bottle rather than the 
drink itself.

Bieber’s London pad - on one of

POP star Justin Bieber has 
moved into one of London’s 
finest homes - which he is 
renting for more than 
£100,000 a month. 

The singer’s mega-man¬ 
sion Heath Hall, on The 
Bishop’s Avenue considered 
to be one of the wealthiest 
streets in the world, has 15 
bedrooms, 13 bathrooms 
and 2.5 acres of gardens. 

It is almost 30 times the 
size of the average British 
home and located on a leafy 
street home to diplomats, 
members of high society 
and billionaire tycoons. 

The property is being 
rented through estate 
agents Knight Frank for 
£25,000 a week - which 
works out at £108,000 a 
month and £13 million a 
year. 

But this is small change to 
Bieber, 22, who reportedly 
earned more than £30 mil¬ 
lion last year. 

On top of the rent, Knight 
Frank would have charged 
an administration fee of 
£276 and referencing fees of 
£48 per person. 

Aree Rand, partner at the 
high-end estate agency, 
said: “This is one of the cap¬ 
ital’s most luxurious homes 
and offers state-of-the-art fa¬ 


cilities including an indoor 
and outdoor pool, a spa, ten¬ 
nis court, home cinema and 
wine cellar. 

“Roads such as this con¬ 
tinue to hold massive ap¬ 
peal amongst the rich and 
the famous, and this is one 
of the few areas in London 
to offer larger properties 
with huge, secluded gar¬ 
dens. 

“The house also offers 
complete privacy, some¬ 
thing essential for someone 
of Justin’s pop star stand¬ 
ing.” 

The home was previously 
used by a Chinese bank but 
underwent a no-expense- 
spared renovation in 2007, 
with 120 craftsmen working 
on the property. 

Twelve types of Italian 
marble and seven types of 
wood were used for the 
bathrooms while the 
snooker room, office, bar, li¬ 
brary and grand staircase 
are all clad in oak. 

The hand-carved marble 
basins were prepared in 
Italy before being trans¬ 
ported to the property. 

It was once on the market 
for £100 million but was 
eventually sold for around 
£25 million. 


Poor choice for children’s 
lunches at attractions 
says Soil Association 


SOME of London’s biggest 
family attractions are failing 
to offer proper healthy food 
and drink choices for chil¬ 
dren, an investigation has re¬ 
vealed. 

The Natural History Mu¬ 
seum, London Zoo and the 
British Museum were named 
among the attractions falling 
short when it comes to cater¬ 
ing, according to campaign 
group the Soil Association. 

It claimed that some major 
venues were serving up pre¬ 
packed lunchboxes and 
“dodgy ingredients”, while 
others showed a “lack of 
transparency” about food 
sourcing practices. 

The investigation found 
that three quarters of chil¬ 
dren’s lunchboxes at 20 at¬ 
tractions nationwide did not 
include vegetable or salad op¬ 
tions. 

Half included muffins, 
cakes and sweet treats with¬ 
out any fresh fruit, the asso¬ 
ciation’s Out To Lunch 
campaign discovered. 

A children’s lunchbox at 
London Zoo was found to be 
contain up to 36 grams of 
sugar - 189 per cent of a 
child’s daily allowance. 

‘Secret diners’ also reported 
that sugary drinks were read¬ 
ily available and that few at¬ 
tractions provided fresh 
drinking water for children. 

The campaign is now call¬ 
ing on popular London attrac¬ 
tions to take steps to improve 


the food and drink they offer. 

It wants venues to buy in 
British produce, focus on 
fresh ingredients and ditch 
processed foods. 

Rob Percival, policy officer 
at the Soil Association, said: 
“Visitor attractions are mak¬ 
ing life hard for parents who 
want to enjoy a healthy and 
happy day out. 

“Lunchboxes loaded with 
sugar and unimaginative 
ultra-processed foods are the 
norm.” 

The Natural History Mu¬ 
seum, in Kensington, was 
ranked at the bottom of the 
campaign’s list of 20 British 
attractions. 

Out To Lunch said the mu¬ 
seum had declined to share 
basic information about the 
environmental sustainability 
of its food and declined to 
comment on whether it 
serves any sustainable fish, 
higher welfare meat or free 
range eggs. 

A spokesman for the Natu¬ 
ral History Museum said: “As 
a museum we help inform 
choices for society to create a 
sustainable future. We are 
continually striving to min¬ 
imise our own negative envi¬ 
ronmental impacts and work 
with our colleagues and sup¬ 
pliers to promote environ¬ 
mental best practice. 

“We look forward to engag¬ 
ing more fully in the survey 
next year and are confident 
that our high standards will 
result in a better ranking.”

Other Poppy Appeal 
novelties include a Spit¬ 
fire lapel pin for £69, Win¬ 
ston Churchill cufflinks 
for £50, earrings, polo 
shirts, poppy umbrellas, 
They Shall Grow Not Old 
wristbands at £24.99, a 
poppy swing dress for 
£39.99 and a poppy hijab. 

The hijab was first 
launched in 2014 to coin¬ 
cide with the centenary of 
the first Muslim soldier 
being awarded the Victo¬ 
ria Cross for bravery as 
he fought for Britain in 



the First World War. More 
than 400,000 Muslims battled 
alongside British troops in the 
war. 

It was designed by Tabinda- 
Kauser Ishaq, a British Mus¬ 
lim who created the headscarf 
with the Islamic Society of 
Britain while studying at the 
London College of Fashion. 

“The idea to do a headscarf 
came from knowing that 
many Muslims generally 
mark Remembrance Day,” she 
said at the hijab’s launch. 

“We felt it wasn’t that widely 
known. The number of Mus¬ 
lim soldiers who fought in 
World War One was even less 
known. We wanted to create 
something that illustrated this 
history.” 

“I thought it was a really 
simple and clean way of say¬ 
ing that I’m very proud of 
being British and Muslim 
without it being in anyone’s 
face. We used a hijab because 
it’s become what we automat¬ 
ically associate with Mus¬ 
lims.”

Kensington kids 
top of the form 

PUPILS at schools in the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea have achieved the best 
GCSE results in London, accord¬ 
ing to provisional figures re¬ 
leased by the Department for 
Education. 

In total 70 per cent of pupils in 
the borough’s secondary schools 
achieved five or more A* to C 
GCSEs (including English and 
mathematics), the best result in 
London and fifth best nationally. 

The national average for main¬ 
tained schools was 53 per cent 
and the average for inner Lon¬ 
don was 58 per cent. 

The borough is ranked top na¬ 
tionally for a new measure 
which charts pupils’ progress 
across eight subjects. Progress 8 
measures a score against what 
was the expected attainment of 
the pupils compared with their 
prior attainment at primary 
school. 

Kensington and Chelsea has 
also topped the London Attain¬ 
ment 8 table and is ranked at 
four nationally. 

Attainment 8 is the pupils’ av¬ 
erage achievement across these 
eight subjects: English, Mathe¬ 
matics, three other English Bac¬ 
calaureate (EBacc) subjects 
(sciences, computer science, ge¬ 
ography, history and languages), 
three further subjects, which 
can be from the range of EBacc 
subjects, or can be any other 
GCSE or approved, high-value 
arts, academic, or vocational 
qualification. 

Councillor Emma Will, the 
Royal Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea’s Cabinet Member 
for Education, said: “We knew in 
August that our schools’ GCSE 
results looked to have bucked 
the national trend. These provi¬ 
sional figures show that this is 
indeed the case. 

“Results like this can only be 
achieved by a tremendous 
amount of hard work by teach¬ 
ers and pupils and once again 
confirms the high standards 
found in Royal Borough 
schools.”

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Met police in a crackdown on hate crime in the capital

LONDON’S police officers visited community 
groups at synagogues, mosques and gay clubs 
last week in a bid to reverse the shocking rise in 
hate crime across the capital. 

The Met encouraged victims of abuse to report 
physical attacks, bullying and harassment dur¬ 
ing a week-long blitz on hate incidents. 

Officers visited places of worship as well as 
centres of the gay community as part of a stand 
against abuse to mark National Hate Crime 
Awareness Week. 

They will also target the sources of anti- 
Semitism and Islamophobia in an effort to slow 
down the surge in hate offences. 


Over the last 12 months the Met has reported a 
rise in all areas of hate crime, with a shocking 
117 per cent increase in offences against disabled 
people. 

Islamophobic hate crime has also shot up by al¬ 
most 65 per cent in the last year, while homopho¬ 
bic offences are up by nearly 13 per cent. 

The Met believes the increase could be down to 
a growing willingness of victims to report hate 
crime incidents. 

But it has also pointed to world events, such as 
the Orlando night club shootings, as possible 
trigger causes. 

Commander Mark Chishty, the Met’s lead for 
community engagement, said: “We are commit¬ 
ted to tackling hate crime in all its forms, 


whether it’s on the streets, in the community or 
on the transport network. 

“We have long since recognised the impact of 
hate crime on communities and the hidden na¬ 
ture of this crime, which remains largely under¬ 
reported and we stand together with policing 
partners, colleagues and groups to investigate all 
hate crime allegations, support victims and their 
families and bring perpetrators to justice.” 

Met chiefs have flooded local community safety 
units with more than 900 specialist investigators 
dedicated to rooting out hate crime. 

They have also promised to place extra focus 
on gathering evidence and technology to hold of¬ 
fenders to account. 

Commander Chishty added: “We would appeal 
to anyone who witnesses or suffers any hate of 


any type to immediately report it to us so that 
we can quickly take action and catch those who 
are responsible.” 

London Mayor Sadiq Khan was quick to en¬ 
dorse the Met’s work during National Hate 
Crime Awareness Week. 

He said: “London today is more diverse than 
ever and I am incredibly proud that we don’t just 
accept our differences, but celebrate them. 

“There is simply no place in our capital for 
hate crimes of any for and I will not tolerate 
them. 

“We must stand together and anyone who ex¬ 
periences or witnesses abusive behaviour 
should report it to the police immediately.”

Making 
music a

P eople often fall back 
on their favourite 
songs during a mo¬ 
ment of crisis - a 
soothing tune or a 
well-written lyric can 
be the perfect remedy for 
stress, pain or sadness. 

But a group of London 
singers believe music can be 
even more than that: a bona 
fide medical treatment for 
those living with long-term 
mental health conditions. 

Composer Sergio Lopez 
Figueroa runs regular ‘Hum¬ 
ming in Harmony’ workshops 
at the Westminster Music Li¬ 
brary in Buckingham Palace 
Road - and he is beginning to 
expand the groups to other 
parts of London. 

The sessions are built upon 
a series of vocal exercises de¬ 
signed to train the brain to 
block out extraneous sound 
and focus on the here and now. 

A key part of the practice is 
group humming and partici¬ 
pants are encouraged to build 
delicate vocal harmonies to¬ 
gether. 

Mr Figueroa, 50, says the 
simple process of making 
music can go a long way to 
healing the mind - primarily 
in a therapeutic sense but also 
by furnishing our artistic cre¬ 
ativity. 

He believes humming can be 
used alongside other mindful¬ 
ness techniques to conquer 
stress, anxiety and post-trau¬ 
matic conditions. 

“There are lots of treat¬ 
ments available but there are 
none that bring physical and 


mental wellbeing together,” he 
said. “I believe that through 
mindfulness exercises and the 
power of singing we can actu¬ 
ally change our bodies physi¬ 
cally. This is not like 
face-to-face group work 
where people discuss their 
problems. It is more about 
abandoning thought and 
giving way to feeling.” 

Mr Figueroa, who lives in 
Greenwich, says the work¬ 
shops have helped people 
cope with everything from 
basic breathing problems 
and recurring headaches to 
crippling social anxiety dis¬ 
orders and work-related 
stress. 

He wants to carry out 
more research into ways 
that music can be harnessed 
to heal the mind, warning 
that mental health issues at 
work are costing London’s 
economy millions of pounds 
every year. 

“We are talking about a 
huge loss to the economy but 
this type of activity might be 
very useful,” he said. 

“It does not matter where 
you are on the scale - a top tier 
chief executive or an entry- 
level employee - everyone can 
benefit from this type of treat¬ 
ment. The humming gives peo¬ 
ple a sense of place and 
belonging, encouraging them 
to build meaningful relation¬ 
ships in a social environment. 

“We see people who are 
often withdrawn and quiet be¬ 
come more expressive as they 
gain confidence and find their 
voice.

“This aim of empowering 
people to help themselves - 
rather than telling them what 
to do in a patronising tone - is 
a totally new approach to men¬ 
tal health.” 

Mr Figueroa was born in 
Gran Canaria before moving 
to Italy and then the UK to 
study music. 

He runs the free workshops 
alongside his day-to-day role 
as a music and drama tutor at 
Lewisham Southwark College, 
as well as commissioned work 


as a composer. 

He first became aware of the 
healing power of music as he 
struggled with his own physi¬ 
cal and mental health prob¬ 
lems. 

After being dealt a double di¬ 
agnoses of diabetes and a con¬ 
genital heart condition, he 
developed debilitating stress 
and anxiety issues. 

Inspired by the music of 
Bach, he turned to sound as a 
means of coping with his diffi¬ 
cult circumstances. 


He says the vibrations 
caused by constant humming 
can be healing in themselves - 
one lady even claimed to have 
been cured of a migraine after 
just one session. 

But the longer-term benefits 
are linked to relaxation, focus¬ 
ing the mind and switching off 
from the hustle and bustle of 
our busy lives. 

“I love London but it is a 
stressful place to live,” he 
added. “People here are work¬ 
ing under pressure and the liv¬ 


ing conditions for many are 
horrible. 

“It is a busy and noisy city - 
but this practice is about em¬ 
bracing the idea that you can 
hum to the sounds around 
you and not fight with the en¬ 
vironment.” 

Mr Figueroa says he wants 
to make London the world’s 
first “humming city” by 
rolling out the workshops 
across the capital. 

His regular sessions at¬ 
tract groups of between eight 
and 12 people but he now 
wants to work with people 
who have long-term health 
conditions as well as specific 
groups, such as breastfeed¬ 
ing mothers, to discover 
more about the potential of 
musical healing. 

“Music is part of everyone’s 
life and we invite people to 
bring their own songs to the 
group, songs that have made a 
difference in their lives,” he 
added. “Not being heard is a 
big part of the problem for 
many people who live with 
mental health conditions. I 
want to help people connect 
with themselves and their mu¬ 
sical being because everyone 
can have this experience.”

Forced 
sectioning and restricted 
access to talking therapies 
are more common among 
minority groups, and there is 
a shortage of BME mental 
health practitioners. 

Michelle works with a 
support group called Kindred 
Minds, which provides a 
meeting place for members 
of the BME community to 
share their experiences. 

The fortnightly group is led 
by the service users 
themselves and can 
encompass any aspect of 
mental health. 

“To gel with someone you 
need to be able to connect 
with someone who 
understands your experience 
- there has to be a 
community connection,” 


says Michelle, who works 
with the group as a 
complimentary therapist and 
specialises in holistic 
massage. 

Jane Walker 

Counsellor; Peer Support

Jane came on board with 
Lambeth and Southwark 
Mind in January last year 
and currently works as a co¬ 
facilitator for one of the peer 
support groups. She began 
training to become a 
counsellor in 2012 and 
qualified last year, while 
volunteering as a key worker 
with the CRI substance 
misuse rehabilitation service 
in Lewisham. 

Having come through her 
own experience with 
alcoholism, she believes 
mental health and addiction 
go hand-in-hand.

BBC royal correspondent Nicholas Witchell has risked an¬ 
gering the Prince Charles by asking an audience to vote on 
whether Camilla should become Queen 


BBC royal correspondent 
Nicholas Witchell has risked 
angering Prince Charles 
again - after asking an audi¬ 
ence to vote on whether 
Camilla should be Queen. 

The veteran newsman was 
once described by the heir to 
the throne as an awful man 
after he asked him about his 
upcoming wedding to the 
Duchess of Cornwall. 

But Witchell has now in¬ 
flamed the row again after he 
carried out an impromptu au¬ 
dience poll at the Cheltenham 
Literature Festival. 


He asked the crowd if they 
felt comfortable with Camilla 
being Queen - and around 
half of them said no. 

Witchell carried out his 
straw poll while interviewing 
royal biographer Andrew 
Norman Wilson at the event. 

He was asking Mr Wilson 
about the Queen when an au¬ 
dience member asked if he 
thought Camilla would take 
the title when the Duke of 
Cornwall was crowned King. 

The author said Camilla 
would - but Witchell contin¬ 
ued to press him for his opin¬ 


ion on whether she should 
take the title, before turning 
to the audience. 

He asked the packed audi¬ 
ence for a show of hands on 
whether they felt comfortable 
with the Duchess of Cornwall 
becoming Queen. 

Nearly half of the 200-strong 
audience at the 10-day festival 
apparently said they would 
feel uneasy with Camilla tak¬ 
ing the title. 

One audience member said: 
“Witchell was interviewing 
AN Wilson and they asked if 
there were any questions 


from the audience. 

“One woman asked could 
Camilla become Queen. AN 
Wilson was quite adamant 
that if Prince Charles be¬ 
comes King and his wife is 
alive then she would be 
Queen. 

“Witchell tried to push 
him, asking him for his 
opinion on whether she 
should be, but he said it was¬ 
n’t for him to decide - so 
he (Witchell) did a straw 
poll.” 

Royalist author Mr Wilson, 
65, was being interviewed by 
the BBC correspondent at 
the literary festival before 
they took questions from the 
audience. 

Oxford-educated Mr Wil¬ 
son was asked by a female 
listener if he thought 
Camilla would become 
Queen. He answered: “If 
Prince Charles becomes 
King and his wife is alive 
then yes, she will be Queen.” 

But Witchell challenged 
him, pointing out that she 
was named the Duchess of 
Cambridge rather than the 
Princess of Wales - the title 
associated with Diana. 

Wilson answered: “That’s 
out of deference, perfectly 
proper deference to some¬ 
body we think of as Princess 
of Wales. It’s not because we 
don’t think she is Princess of 
Wales.” 

But apparently Witchell 
continued to press him for 
his opinion on whether she 
should be called Queen, to 
which Wilson said it wasn’t 
for him to decide. 

So the reporter turned to 
the audience and apparently 
admitted “I don’t know if I’m 
allowed to do this” before 
asking how many felt com¬ 
fortable with Camilla as 
Queen. 

Mr Wilson responded: “It’s 
interesting so many people 
feel discomfort, and interest¬ 
ing to see if it is reverting to 
the story of 1936.” 

He was referring to the 
1936 constitutional crisis 
when King-Emperor Ed¬ 
ward VIII proposed to marry 
Wallis Simpson, a divorced 
American socialite. 

But he said it was totally 
inappropriate to compare 
Wallis Simpson to Camilla. 

During the talk, Wilson, 
who has penned books on 
Elizabeth II, said Her 
Majesty has survived by 
being dull and thrifty. 

He reportedly said Prince 
Charles needed to stop com¬ 
plaining about being poor 
and consider giving the fam¬ 


ily fortune - which he call¬ 
ed a curse - back to the 
state. 

Mr Wilson said: “If the 
Royal Family could only 
take a leaf out of the Vati¬ 
can’s book and just say we, 
the great British people, are 
only too happy for them to 
live in the palaces beyond 
our grandest imagining, eat 
off gold plates if they want 
to, wear gold crowns in the 
bath if they want to, but it 
all belongs to us.” 

He said preserving the 


Royal Family’s wealth had 
even led to the Queen mak¬ 
ing terrible blunders, such 
as the mansion she gave to 
the Duke of York and Sarah 
Ferguson. 

“Everybody, even if they 
are fervent monarchists, 
feels slightly tainted by it,” 
he said. 

And Mr Wilson said the 
country should pay for the 
upkeep of the Royal Family 
but make sure that the 
Windsors know it isn’t their 
loot.

I T always rains and it has 

small refrigerators. This was 
the picture-postcard 1970s 
Britain described to a young 
Reginald D Hunter by his 
older sister. 

Hardly the most compelling case for 
her little brother to up sticks from Al¬ 
bany, Georgia, and start a new life 
across the Pond. 

But for Hunter, these family travel 
stories were the beginning of a life¬ 
long fascination with America’s 
transatlantic neighbours. 

“This is my home game,” the 
47-year-old revealed in a re¬ 
cent interview with The 
Daily Telegraph. 

“The British really 
reward cleverness. 

You can see them 
thinking T don’t 
agree with your con¬ 
clusion but it’s very 
well put together’.” 

In truth, the 
Britain relayed to a 
young Hunter was only 
part of the reason for 
making the leap. 

At age 27 he harboured ambi¬ 
tions for a career in acting but was 
jobbing as a teacher to make the rent. 

A cavalier young man with a devil¬ 
ish spirit, Hunter tried to cheat his 
way through a card game - only for a 
gun to be pulled on him. In the heat of 
the moment, death staring him in the 
face, Hunter had an epiphany. 

“I was contemplating my own ex¬ 
tinction, thinking ‘What haven’t I 
done?’,” he recalls. “And one of the 
things that popped into my head was 
to go to Britain.” 

It was the start of a long love affair 
with the Isles - an affair which has 
seen Hunter rise from the backwaters

of stand-up obscurity to one of our 
most treasured comedy imports. 

Always something of an anomaly in 
the pale and male arena of stand-up 
comedy, Hunter casts an imposing fig¬ 
ure before he even opens his mouth. 

But his gentle-giant persona and 
smooth Southern tones are somewhat 
offset by his occasionally risque sub¬ 
ject matter. Unsurprisingly, Hunter 
tackles race head-on. But often too 
brazen for a Saturday-night crowd at 
the Queen’s Theatre in Barnstaple, 
he’s been known to upset a 
few audiences on his 
to the top. 

On one occa- 
;ion the Profes¬ 
sional 
Footballers’ 
Association 
, demanded 
that he reim- 
I burse them 
' his perfor¬ 
mance fee for 
allegedly cut¬ 
ting too close to 
the bone. Hunter 
responded by cheek¬ 
ily posing for friendly 
photos with the supposedly hor¬ 
rified audience members. 

With the air of an older and wiser 
man, Hunter was able to explore his 
relationship with race during his own 
BBC documentary series, Songs From 
The South, which took him on a road 
trip across the states - from Missis¬ 
sippi and Louisiana through to Ten¬ 
nessee and Kentucky. 

The series, he says, helped him to 
reappraise his roots and come to 
terms with an often-misunderstood 
part of the world. 

“I feel like I’m still downloading 
that experience,” he told The

Guardian before the series aired last 
year. “The documentary shook me to 
the core of my own racisms. I defi¬ 
nitely don’t feel the same as I did 
about a year ago, about anything. And 
I’m less angry about things like 
racism, gender politics, capitalism ... 
ex-girlfriends. 

“I used to feel a lot of negative 
things about ex-girlfriends. Now I feel 
I’ve graduated a lot of young girls 
from Reginald University and they’ve 
gone on to bigger and better relation¬ 
ships.” 

Settled in the UK for the best part of 
20 years, Hunter has spent time living 
in London, both sides of the river. 

A veteran of panel shows Would I 
Lie To You, Have I Got News For You? 
and QI, he’s no longer a novelty act 
but a mainstay of the UK’s comedy es¬ 


tablishment. British fans delight in 
his freehand world observations, seen 
through the eyes of a cool, cavalier 
Yank but with the sophisticated wit 
and cynicism of a Brit. 

He’s back on tour next year - and 
while the content may be too rich for 
some blood, Hunter can always guar¬ 
antee a fair fight. 

“Win, lose or draw I’m gonna say 
what I think,” he said. “If I say some¬ 
thing, then I’ve put thought into it 
and backed it up. 

“What makes me bold is that I be¬ 
lieve I’m man enough to say ‘I’m 
wrong and you’re right’. I have no 
fear about admitting I’m wrong.”

Sky-high Jones recreates snowman scene

IT may have taken a little while for 
winter warbler Aled Jones to clam¬ 
ber back up to the dizzying heights of 
decades gone by - but 30 years after 
walking in the air with a cartoon 
snowman, the singer finally recre¬ 
ated the scene in real life. 

Former choirboy Jones found him¬ 
self sky high as he performed his 
Christmas classic on Flight BE1234 
from London City Airport. The na¬ 
tion’s favourite chorister, 45, was 
among the clouds to launch his new 
album One Voice At Christmas. 

Now a presenter on Classic FM, 
Jones has performed all over the 
world trading on the success of Walk¬ 
ing In The Air, which reached num¬ 
ber five in the UK singles chart in 
1985. But this was the first time he 
had ever reached for those high notes 
on a plane. 

“I have fond memories of record¬ 
ing and performing Walking In The 
Air and now Christmas wouldn’t be 
the same without it,” said the singer- 
turned-television-host. 

“To sing it while looking out at the 
clouds and the huge expanse of sky 
was a very special moment indeed. 
All we needed was the snowman.” 


The new Christmas album follows 
Jones’ sensational run to the top of 
the charts this year with the concept 
album One Voice, which saw the star 
duet with his younger self. 

“This year has been a great one for 
me,” he said. “The reaction to One 


Voice was really humbling, so to do it 
again for Christmas - well, Christ¬ 
mas has come early for me.” 

The performance took place on 
board the Flybe flight from London 
City to Cardiff in Jones’ home nation 
of Wales. He said: “I’ve performed in 


some pretty special places around 
the world but never 18,000 feet up in 
a plane. I’m sure my 12-year-old self 
would think that’s very cool. 

“Thankfully we had a pretty 
smooth flight to Cardiff, so hopefully 
I hit all the right notes.” 
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Paul McCartney and his Beatles bandmates planned to establish a 
school in London 


A S London tears itself in two in 
the debate over the proposed 
reintroduction of grammar 
schools, those seeking the best 
way to educate the capital’s chil¬ 
dren may consider a lesson from 
John, Paul, George and Ringo - for 40 years ago 
The Beatles planned to set up their own school 
in London. 

Now it can be revealed that rather than send 
their children to the local comprehensive or to 
Eton, The Beatles aimed to establish a school for 
the kids of the stars, which would also be open to 
all children whatever their background. 

In May 1968, John Lennon and Ringo Starr 
chaired a meeting at their Apple Corps company 
in Savile Row to establish The Apple School in 
Central London. 

Ivan Vaughan, a primary-school friend of 
John and who later occasionally played tea-chest 
bass in The Quarry Men and who achieved fame 
by being the one who introduced Lennon to Paul 
McCartney, was appointed headmaster. 

Minutes of the meeting show that Vaughan’s 
starting salary was to be £50 a week, the equiva¬ 
lent of £40,000 a year at today’s rates - somewhat 
less than the current average of £52,000 for a pri¬ 
mary-school headmaster and £73,000 for a sec¬ 
ondary-school head. 

The first meeting of the Beatles school board - 
which also included the band’s electronics ad¬ 
viser Alex Mardas and their Press officer Derek 
Taylor - decided that there would be small 
classes with a total school of fewer than 30 
pupils, who would include Ringo and John’s 


sons Zak Starkey and Ju¬ 
lian Lennon. 

“There were to be be¬ 
tween 15 and 20 children, 
including any children of 
friends such as Bob 
Dylan,” reveals The Beat¬ 
les’ friend and respected 
biographer Bill Harry. 

The minutes make in¬ 
teresting reading. 

“John requested that 
all arts including music, 
dancing, theatre and 
films should be in the 
school timetable. The art 
of propaganda in the ad¬ 
vertising field must also 
be taught. 

“With regard to reli¬ 
gious teaching, all aspects 
must be dealt with, eg gods 
of other countries. Enrolment of pupils: John 
stated there should be no discrimination regard¬ 
ing background. 

“Games and physical exercises will be encour¬ 
aged but not enforced. Aids to learning: TV, tape, 
film, programmed learning. Discipline: No phys¬ 
ical discipline of any kind.” 

At a time, in the 1960s, when it was common¬ 
place for misbehaving pupils to be disciplined 
with strokes of the cane or the slipper, the no¬ 
beating clause was radical. Not that there was to 
be no punishment for troublesome pupils and, 
the minutes further reveal, the likes of Mr and 


Mrs Dylan may have been called in for a chat in 
the headmaster’s study. 

“Every attempt will be made to deal with any 
difficulties of a disciplinary nature during 
school time. If necessary, consultations will be 
held with the parents concerned. The aim of the 
school is for the children concerned to enjoy it 
so much they would prefer it to home.” 

According to the minutes The Apple School in¬ 
tended to be a school for life, with pupils having 
the option to attend from infancy to middle age. 
“The school will accommodate children from the 
age of two to 40, which means they will remain 
at one school,” it was recorded, along with sug¬ 


gestions that the curriculum included lessons in 
astrology and electronics. 

But although Lennon wanted The Apple 
School to open in September of 1968, the project 
fell apart as disagreements between the band 
widened and financial pressures caused a re¬ 
think at Apple, which included closing the loss¬ 
making Apple Boutique at 94 Baker Street. 

“The original idea for the school had been 
John’s,” revealed Bill Harry, the world- 
renowned Beatles expert, editor of the original 
Mersey Beat music paper which first championed 
the band and author of The Ultimate Beatles En¬ 
cyclopedia. 

“John had wanted the children of The Beatles 
and Apple employees to have an alternative to 
the traditional system of education that he had 
hated as a child and he thought that a more en¬ 
lightened, alternative system could be developed. 
He felt that with enlightened teachers such as 
Ivan Vaughan, the right atmosphere could be 
created for the children, so that they could really 
enjoy learning.” 

Although Vaughan was persuaded to leave his 
work as a teacher in educational psychiatry to 
take up the post as headmaster of The Apple 
School, he requested an upfront guarantee of 
£10,000 - the equivalent of £156,400 - which was 
wise as shortly after plans for the school were 
agreed, Apple Corps executives persuaded 
Lennon that the project was too ambitious. 

Three decades later Paul McCartney estab¬ 
lished the Liverpool Institute for Performing 
Arts, a university for the entertainments indus¬ 
try. 


Stars turn out in tribute 
to Cream legend Bruce 


“MOST musicians would have a very hard 
time distinguishing themselves if they wound 
up in a band with Eric Clapton and Ginger 
Baker,” wrote Rolling Stone magazine in 201f 
“but Jack Bruce was so gifted on the bass that 
he did it with ease.” 

This was just one of the countless tributes 
paid to the legendary Bruce during his life¬ 
time. 

Sadly, it also was one of the last, coming 
three-and-a-half years before his death from 
liver disease, aged 71 

By this time, Bruce was already a long-term 
resident of rock’s hall of fame. A rhythm and 
blues aficionado during the early 1960s, he 
played with John Mayall’s Bluesbreakers and 
later became a member of chart-topping group 
Manfred Mann. 

But it is as the brooding vocalist and bass 
player in Clapton’s supergroup Cream that 
Bruce is best remembered. 

And having penned, in Sunshine Of Your 
Love, one of the greatest rock riffs, the singer’s 
place in history is certainly assured. 

Just in case there was any doubting his 
formidable legacy, however, an army of leg¬ 
endary musicians will come together this 
week to celebrate Bruce’s life - two years to 
the day since his death. 

Ginger Baker will be among the special 
guests taking to the stage in Shepherd’s Bush 
as rock icons unite to mark An Evening For 
Jack. 

Billy Cobham (Miles Davis, Mahavishnu 
Orchestra), Steve Hackett (Genesis), Eddi 
Reader (Fairground Attraction) and Bernie 
Marsden (Whitesnake) are all on the bill for 
the rock spectacular. 

Singer and performance poet Pete Brown, 
who worked with Bruce on some of Cream’s 
biggest hits, including / Feel Free and White

Room, is curating the concert with the help of 
Bruce’s son Malcolm. “This will be a celebra¬ 
tion and a musical journey through my fa¬ 
ther’s life,” said Malcolm, himself a musician. 

“His musical interests were diverse but 
through it all shines his personality, his indi¬ 
vidual approach to song-writing and his trail- 
blazing abilities as a bass player, singer and 
improviser.” 

The concert will take a walk through the 
major moments of Bruce’s career - from the 
early days touring with bands like the Gra¬ 
ham Bond Organisation right through to 
Cream and his 1970s work. 

All proceeds from the event are being 
pumped back into the community, with funds 
earmarked for the Nordoff Robbins musical 
therapy charity and East Anglia’s Children’s 
Hospice - a favourite of Jack’s. 

It will be a fitting memorial to one of rock’s 
true greats, with the likes of Dennis Chambers 
(Santana, Parliament), Corky Laing (Moun¬ 
tain, West, Bruce and Laing) and Kofi Baker 
(son of Ginger) all on board.

Ghoulish delights

has a sweet treat to satisfy your 
hunger for horror this Halloween, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

The West London hotel has intro¬ 
duced a twist on its classic after¬ 
noon feast in the lead-up to 
October 31 

And the exquisitely prepared, 
beautifully thought-out box of de¬ 
lights will have everyone wishing 
the annual spine-chilling celebra¬ 
tions could last a little bit longer. 

We fiendish folk were greeted in 
the plush lounge by a ghoulish 
maitre d’, in blood-stained apron, 
who guided us to cob webbed tables, 
strewn with spiders, pumpkins and 
all kinds of scary paraphernalia, 


before we were invited to select one 
of the specialist teas from the ex¬ 
tensive menu. 

A glass of champagne is also on 
offer for those who prefer a bit of 
fizz with their fright, and a quick 
perusal of the cleverly designed 
menu gave us an idea of what was 
in store. 

Served within an artist’s toolbox, 
the miniature savouries and 
desserts have been perfectly formu¬ 
lated to include a range of tastes 
and textures, while maintaining 
the terror elements associated with 
All Hallows’ Eve. 

For the savoury course, guests 
are treated to “smoked-in-the-fires- 
of-hell” salmon on granary bed 
(beautifully succulent and rolled 
into perfect bite-size pieces), axe- 
carved beef with horseradish (rare, 


tart and juicy), smashed egg and 
crazy wild cress on blood bread 
(moist and hearty), devilled 
chorizo tartlet (a tiny pastry, 
cheesy and meaty mouthful) and 
“fried-until-dead” veggie Scotch 
eggs (eyeball shaped, with a lovely 
earthy flavour). 

We then succumbed to a (s)cream 
tea consisting of three different 
types of scone (fruit, pumpkin and 
chocolate chip) served with a very 
novel artist’s paint tube filled with 
strawberry jam and another with 
Cornish cream. 

We then fuelled our growing 
thirst for sweet things with a 
plethora of intricately decorated 
and flavoursome desserts, which 
included a chocolate graveyard 
(smooth and rich chocolate 
mousse), a spiderweb lollipop (rich 


chocolate wrapped in white choco¬ 
late with the addition of a wispy 
white candy floss), shattered glass 
cupcakes (traditional chocolate 
cup cake topped with butter icing 
and a shard of sugar paste), 
Frankenstein macaroons (purple, 
crispy and fun), and a bloodied fin¬ 
ger eclair (a finger of thick white 
chocolate perched atop a tiny 
choux pastry base). 

The excellent service and phe¬ 
nomenally inventive presenta¬ 
tion - which even included 
graveyard fog - coupled with tan- 
talisingly tasty fodder, makes the 
Halloween Tea at Lancaster Lon¬ 
don (£30 a head) a great way to 
spend an afternoon this month.

MARK HIX'S 
RECIPE OF THE 
WEEK 



Autumn berry 
pudding (serves 4) 

IT doesn't need to be deep midwinter 
to appreciate a steamed fruit pudding. 

When there is an abundance of our 
autumnal soft fruits around, I like 
making puddings like this, using dark 
autumnal fruits that are plentiful in the 
hedgerows - like blackberries, 
blueberries, tayberries, loganberries 
and perhaps even a few elderberries. 

125g butter, softened, plus extra for 
greasing 

125g caster sugar 

2 medium eggs (at room 
temperature), beaten 

125g self-raising flour, sifted 

80ml milk 

300g mixed autumn berries, such as 
blackberries, blueberries, elderberries, 
tayberries 

60gsugar 

150ml port 

Pre-heat the oven to 190C/gas five. 
Butter four individual heatproof 
pudding bowls or pots. 

Beat the butter and caster sugar 
together in a bowl until light and fluffy, 
then gradually beat in the eggs a little 
at a time. Carefully fold in the flour, 
alternately with the milk, until smooth. 

Divide about a third of the berries 
evenly between the prepared moulds, 
then spoon the mixture over them to 
three-quarters full. Cover each one 
with a piece of foil, pleated in the 
middle, to allow room for expansion. 
Secure tightly under the rim with 
string. Stand the pudding moulds in a 
deepish baking tray or ovenproof dish 
and surround with enough boiling 
water to come about halfway up the 
sides of the moulds. Cook in the oven 
for 35 to 40 minutes until the puddings 
are springy to the touch. 

Meanwhile, dissolve the sugar in the 
port in a pan over a medium-low heat, 
then bring to the boil. Add the rest of 
the berries and heat until they are just 
warmed through, stirring them 
carefully. 

To serve, run a knife around the edge 
of the puddings, then turn out on to 
warm serving plates and spoon the 
berries and sauce over them. Serve 
with thick cream or custard.

Sexy and scintillating 


Murder Ballad 
Arts Theatre

AS a bit of a wimp when it 
comes to gore, it was with im¬ 
mense trepidation that I took 
my seat at the Arts Theatre to 
see the British premiere of the 
rock opera Murder Ballad, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

My worries were quickly 
quelled, however, when it be¬ 
came clear that what I was 
about to witness was not a hor¬ 
ror-style blood fest but a beauti¬ 
fully performed observation of 
the intricacies of adult relation¬ 
ships and the catastrophic ef¬ 
fects of lustful temptation. 

With an original soundtrack 
of stirring rock, the story begins 
with a window into an intense 
and frantic coupling between 
the reckless Sara (Kerry Ellis) 
and stormy Tom (Ramin Karim- 
loo). The destructive, drink-fu¬ 
elled relationship is doomed 
from the start and yet is like a 
highly addictive opiate. 

So as the pair move on with 
life and Sara begins to journey 
down the pathway of sub¬ 
servient utility with new part¬ 
ner Michael (Norman Bowman), 
she can’t help but feel an exi¬ 
gency for her exciting past. 

The resulting tornado-like 


love triangle leads to a blister¬ 
ingly fervent hour-and-a-half of 
sex and torturous despair, and 
as the title suggests ends with 
an untimely demise. 

Julia Jordan and Juliana 
Nash’s score envelops the audi¬ 
ence as if they are feeling the 
very heartbeat of the charac¬ 
ters, while Sam Yates’ direction 
and Richard Kent’s design give a 
stark, clinical nature to the ac¬ 
tion. 

At times, the romping on the 
floor feels a bit untidy and if 
you’re sitting in the front three 
rows you might want to book a 
massage for the following day 
after craning your neck to see, 
such is the height of the stage. 

It’s the star turns from the 
West End royalty which many 
will be happy to go through the 
pain barrier for, however, with 
Kerry Ellis’s heartstopping vo¬ 
cals and Ramin Karimloo’s 
brooding beefcake perfectly off¬ 
set by Norman Bowman’s sensi¬ 
tive soulfulness and Victoria 
Hamilton Barritt’s sarcastic and 
sadistic narration. Sexy, steamy 
and suitably scintillating, Mur¬ 
der Ballad is a show not to be 
missed this season.

Riotous romp charts

DOMINIC Cooper, dressed 
resplendently in 17th-cen¬ 
tury attire, greets the audi¬ 
ence with a caution to 
begin proceedings at the 
Theatre Royal Haymarket 
for what is to be a riotous 
romp through the life of the 
legendary Lothario John 
Wilmot, second Earl of 
Rochester, in The Libertine. 
The warning is that he is 
not to be liked and he will 
be mightily disappointed if 
we find him in any way at¬ 
tractive. Well, I’m afraid a 
more lovable rogue would 
be hard to find, writes 
Nicky Sweetland. 

Stephen Jeffreys’s drama 
of debauchery and despera¬ 
tion follows the sex-addict, 
drink-addled earl, who ap¬ 
parently died from the pox 
at the age of 33 after a life 
filled with excess. As one of 
the most talented poets of a 
generation, his honest 
verse about impotence and 
premature ejaculation are 


given a titillating turn in 
this irreverent comedy. 

A play within a play and 
a hilarious dance are fod¬ 
der for fulsome fun, with 
Tim Shortall’s set beauti¬ 
fully complementing the 
Haymarket’s ornate pros 
arch and Terry Johnson’s 
direction ensuring the au¬ 
dience feels fully immersed. 

Cooper commands the 
stage as the twinkly eyed 
earl, who has begun to feel 
utter contempt for the afflu¬ 
ent and bland society in 
which he lives. His asides 
to the audience and lacklus¬ 
tre delivery add appeal to 
the cad. 

A funny and ultimately 
tragic tale of excess, with a 
bit of theatrical history 
poured into the mix for 
good measure, The Liber¬ 
tine is a triumphant testa¬ 
ment to the genre of the 
historical comedy and well 
worth a visit.

IT’S always such a 
treat to see a brand 
new musical with 
both completely origi¬ 
nal music and story - 
so after getting a sam¬ 
ple of Michael Yarn 
and Charlie Round- 
Turner’s This Little 
Life Of Mine at the 
Press launch, it was 
with great excitement 
that I made the trip to 
Park Theatre, writes 
Nicky Sweetland. 

Billed as a, kind of, 
British musical ver¬ 
sion of Friends, This 
Little Life Of Mine is 
set in modern-day 
London and attempts 
to reflect on some of 
the joys and difficul¬ 
ties we face as we go 
about our life in this 
great city. 

The story follows 
Izzy (Kate Batter), a 
30-something woman 
who has all of the 
trappings we are put 
under pressure by so¬ 
ciety to possess - a 
good job, nice 
boyfriend and a home 
within a sought-after 
location.But Izzy 
finds there is still an 
emptiness to her exis¬ 
tence as she yearns to 
have a child. 

Along the way we 
meet her partner 
Jonesy (James Robin¬ 
son) and a host of 
colourful and in¬ 
finitely familiar char¬ 
acters, played by the 
multi talented Caro¬ 
line Deverill and Greg 
Barnett. 

Round-Turner’s 
soundtrack includes 
some beautifully pen¬ 
sive ballads as well as 
some gloriously writ¬ 
ten comedy numbers, 
with Yale’s lyrics hav¬ 
ing an essence of the 
late Victoria Wood. 

The hilarious 
swingers number is 


one of the comic high¬ 
lights of act one, 
which whips along ac¬ 
companied by a full 
roller coaster of emo¬ 
tions - one minute I 
laughed like a drain 
and the next sobbed 
like a baby. 

The script contains 
some fantastic one- 
liners and the charac¬ 
ters are cleverly 
formulated and per¬ 
formed with class. 

Kate Batter’s Izzy 
feels like a contempo¬ 
rary Disney princess, 
while James Robin¬ 
son as Jonesy shows 
both the sensitive and 
selfish side of her 
brow-beaten partner. 

And as for Caroline 
Deverill and Greg 
Barnett, I’ve never 
seen two actors so 
quickly, smoothly and 
expertly make the 
transition from one 
character to another. 

Deverill’s depiction 
of an interfering and 
tactless mother-in-law 
is an absolute work of 
magic, with all of the 
complexities of her re¬ 
lationships fully ex¬ 
posed with both 
comedic effect and 
heartbreaking real¬ 
ism. Her song about 
the bond between a 
mother and her child 
will have even the 
most hardened the¬ 
atregoer reaching for 
the tissues. 

Act two unfortu¬ 
nately doesn’t quite 
match up, with fewer 
songs, less comedy 
and a series of 
cliches. But the ster¬ 
ling cast still deliver 
the material with ab¬ 
solute conviction. 

With some rewrites 
and tweaks, this show 
has all of the potential 
of becoming a classic.

T HE name Lin-Manuel Mi¬ 
randa has taken on an al- 
most-godlike meaning 
within musical-theatre circles 
over recent years. His ground¬ 
breaking musical Hamilton has 
completely changed the land¬ 
scape of the genre on Broadway 
and will transfer to this side of 
the Pond next year to begin its 
domination of UK audiences at 
the Victoria Palace Theatre, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Before Miranda wrote what is 
classed by many as a theatrical 
masterpiece, he tested the water, 
in the otherwise-closed club of 
musical theatre, with another ac¬ 
claimed production, In The 
Heights, which after a successful 
run both on Broadway and here 
at Southwark Playhouse trans¬ 
ferred to the newly established 
King's Cross Theatre in 2015. A 
year on, the show is still packing 
them in and offering a new gener¬ 
ation of theatregoers the chance 
to experience musical theatre for 
the first time. 

Sam Mackay leads the cast and 
admits that he was a big fan of 
the show even before he was 
given the opportunity to play Us- 
navi, the role which gained 
writer Miranda a Tony nomina¬ 
tion for his portrayal in the origi¬ 
nal Broadway production. 

I caught up with Sam, who is 
infectiously enthusiastic and elo¬ 
quent about the multi-award-win¬ 
ning musical, which features 
Miranda’s mix of hip-hop, musi¬ 
cal theatre and Latin styles of 
music. 

Sam said: “It’s still pinch-your- 
self stuff. It’s been a real dream 
show for me for about four or five 
years, so to be a part of it, as 
somebody who is fundamentally 
a fan of the show, to still be there 
and still talking about it in inter¬ 
views is crazy. All the success 
that’s come with it has been phe¬ 
nomenal and overwhelming, so 
it’s lovely.” 

The show charts a couple of 
days in the life of the community 
of Washington Heights in New 
York. Sam’s character Usnavi 
owns a bodega - a shop - which 
is a meeting point and hub of ac¬ 
tivity within the locale. 

Of the themes of the musical, 
Sam said: “It discusses universal 
themes of love, community and 
home and how they are dealing 
with some very current problems 
of gentrification and the turmoil 
that goes with that - the opportu¬ 
nities for people with ethnicity 
who wouldn’t normally be able to 
go to college etc, and all of those 
things. It’s dealing with some re¬ 
ally current issues and it’s about 
them overcoming those as a com¬ 
munity and pushing through in 
the face of all of those struggles.” 

The show was nominated for 13 
Tony awards, winning four, and 
won three Oliviers at the 2016 cer¬ 
emony, with Miranda garnering a 


gong for outstanding achieve¬ 
ment in music, Drew McOnie for 
best choreography, and Sam’s co- 
star David Bedella picking up the 
award for best actor in a support¬ 
ing role in a musical. 

Its enormous success helped 
pave the way for Miranda’s more 
famous work Hamilton, which 
has become the must-see show on 
the great white way with tickets 
costing from £300 to £1,400, such 
is the demand to experience the 
musical inspired by the 2004 biog¬ 
raphy by Ron Churnow, entitled 
Alexander Hamilton. Sam tells 
me why he believes the two 
shows have become such a suc¬ 
cess and about his admiration for 
their creator, Lin-Manuel Mi¬ 
randa. 

“The man is like our modern- 
day Rogers and Hammerstein,” 
said Sam. “He’s that guy. He’s 
completely turned this industry 
on its head. He’s really shaken it 
up and it was a much-needed 
shake-up. 

“With all of the constant re¬ 
vivals, as much as we love them 
and there is a place for them and 
a market for them, it’s so nice to 
have someone come in and create 
theatre for a new audience and 
that’s exactly what he’s done. 

“He’s opened the door, not just 
for the audiences but also for per¬ 
formers who wouldn’t necessar¬ 
ily always have played leads or 
roles. All of a sudden there are 
roles out there for those people, 
and fantastic ones. His work is 
genius, it really is. The intrica¬ 
cies of his writing and his ca¬ 
dences with his rap flow are all 
legit, on both sides of the spec¬ 


trum. His hip-hop is completely 
legit and brilliantly written; he’s 
an amazing wordsmith. 

“On top of that, because he’s a 
self-confessed musical-theatre 
geek, all of his shows still have a 
classic musical-theatre structure 
to them that can appeal to your 
classic musical-theatregoers. T 

“Then the other more contem¬ 
porary side is appealing to a new 
generation and new groups of 
people. It’s also introducing an 
older generation, who perhaps 
didn’t think they were into hip- 
hop and rap, to something that 
they suddenly think is amazing - 
and it’s quite a feat.” 

Sam tells me that the huge de¬ 
mographic of the audience re¬ 
flects the different styles of music 
on show and believes that the af¬ 
fordable ticketing system has en¬ 
sured even more young people 
have been able to see the show. 

He said: “It’s accessible and it’s 
accessible to the type of people 
who will enjoy this type of the¬ 
atre, who haven’t seen shows be¬ 
fore or who perhaps haven’t been 
able to afford to see shows before. 

“You’ve got young kids from 
various parts of London and from 
various ethnicities coming and 
discovering musical theatre for 
the first time - and to see their 
discovery is exciting to be a part 
of.” 

In The Heights is set to end its 
fabulous run at King’s Cross in 
January and so I asked Sam if he 
is planning to move straight from 
one Miranda show to another - 
Hamilton opens in London in 
November 2017. 

He laughed and said: “It’s not 


up to me unfortunately but I wish 
it was. 

“I’m hoping to be in some kind 
of consideration for it but 
whether that emerges into any¬ 
thing more concrete or not I don’t 
know. 

“It’s a show that I have a huge 
respect for and that obviously ap¬ 
peals to me on a personal level 
having already been a part of In 
The Heights. 

“I feel like I’ve loved working 
hard to understand Lin’s work, 
so it’s a project I would love to be 
a part of. 

“Ultimately, Lin saw In The 
Heights and was very lovely 
about the show and about the 
performances - so if it doesn’t 
happen, I can at least feel like it 
isn’t because he doesn’t think I’m 
any good.” 

I will be keeping my fingers 
crossed for the actor, who is obvi¬ 
ously passionate about the work 
and its impact on a new genera¬ 
tion of theatre-viewing public. 

I asked Sam why he thinks au¬ 
diences should choose to see In 
the Heights over other West End 
shows. 

He thought for a moment and 
then said: “For a start, it’s com¬ 
pletely different from any other 
show in the West End. 

“It’s a truly original, contem¬ 
porary and fresh piece of musical 
theatre and it appeals to people 
from all across the spectrum and 
it’s not often you can say that 
about a show.”

All eyes on derby 


QPR face big test against Brentford at Lotfus Road this Friday 



AFTER their five-match un¬ 
beaten run came to an end at 
Sheffield Wednesday, Queens 
Park Rangers face a big test 
when they face near neighbours 
Brentford at Loftus Road on Fri¬ 
day night (7.45pm). 

Rangers are level with the 
Bees on 19 points, although two 
places below them in the Cham¬ 
pionship, in 13th place, on goal- 
difference. 

While Rangers were losing 
1-0 at Hillsborough on Saturday, 
Brentford went down 2-0 to 
Barnsley - the first time they 
have conceded twice in a game 
at Griffin Park since last March. 

Brentford are winless in their 
last four in which they have col¬ 
lected just two points. 

But it’s debatable how much 
form is a factor in a West Lon¬ 
don derby where bragging 
rights as well as points are at 
stake. 

QPR will need to be sharper 
at the back to avoid conceding 
the kind of goal that Gary 
Hooper netted on 40 minutes in 
South Yorkshire, where the vis¬ 
itors had 800 followers. 
Hooper was left unmarked 10 
yards out and should have been 


caught offside when he lashed 
in a mishit volley from David 
Jones that got a deflection. 

Rangers’ manager Jimmy 
Floyd Hasselbaink said: “It was 
disappointing that they scored 
in the manner they did. It came 
at a time when we were playing 
really well. We were in control 
of the game. 

“It wasn’t our day. We played 
well in the first half against a 
very good side. 

“We were the better team in 
the opening 45 minutes, without 
any doubt. 

“We played between the lines, 


we got 
them out of 
their slots 
and we 
were in 
control of 
the ball for 
long spells. 

“It’s a 
tough one 
to take be¬ 
cause I felt 
we de¬ 
served at 
least a 
point.” 

True but 
this was a 
game his side - playing in a new 
4-1-4-1 formation with mid¬ 
fielder Ariel Borysiuk offering 
more in an attacking sense than 
the benched Karl Henry - could 
just as easily have lost or 
drawn. 

“We didn’t test them as much 
as I’d have liked but their 
keeper made the outstanding 
save of the match to 
deny Nedum,” said Hassel¬ 
baink. 

“If that goes in, who knows? 
But I still want us to be cuter in 
attacking areas and penetrate 


the ball a bit better at times. We 
had a chance in the last minute 
when they cleared Chery’s 
shot off the line but it wasn’t to 
be. 

“It was a game of fine mar¬ 
gins - and the fine margins 
were with Sheffield Wednes¬ 
day.” 

Looking forward to Friday’s 
live televised derby against 
Brentford, Hasselbaink chal¬ 
lenged his players to respond 
by going on another unbeaten 
run. 

He said: “There are positives 
to take from the performance 
but that’s not enough because 
we didn’t get what we wanted to 
get out of the game. 

“The run is over and now we 
need to go on another run. The 
boys will move on and now the 
focus will be on Friday.” 

At least QPR finally got back 
on the winning trail in W12 last 
Tuesday, when they secured a 
1-0 victory against Bristol City 
- their first win at Loftus Road 
since the opening game of the 
season. Idrissa Sylla scored his 
second goal in three games to 
win it in the 75th minute.

RICHMOND-BORN batsman 
Nick Gubbins has signed a 
new contract with county 
champions Middlesex 
which will keep him at 
Lord's until the end of 
2019. 

The 22-year-old hit 1,409 
first-class runs at an aver¬ 
age of 61.26 as Middlesex 
won the Championship 
title for the first time in 23 
years. 

Left-hander Gubbins 
made his debut in 2014 
and has hit 2,052 first-class 
runs at 45.60 in 28 games 
for the club. 

He made four centuries 
and nine half-centuries as 
Middlesex won the title 
this summer, with his high¬ 
est score of 201 not out 
coming against Lancashire 
in June. 

Angus Fraser, Middle¬ 
sex's managing director of 
cricket, said: "Extending 
Nick's contract is one of the 
easier decisions I've had to 
make. 

"Watching him progress 
and perform was one of 


the highlights of the sum¬ 
mer. 

"I think he has shown ev¬ 
eryone that he has the 
game and temperament to 
thrive at the highest level 
for many years to come. 

"Nowhere was this high¬ 
lighted more than in our 
final Championship match 
of the season, against York¬ 
shire." 

Gubbins said:"Having 
represented the club since 
the age of 141 would like 
to thank those who have 
shown faith in me and have 
allowed me to fulfil my 
dream. 

"What we achieved this 
year as a team has been 
very satisfying. 

"And although this is the 
culmination of a lot of a 
hard work, it is just the be¬ 
ginning of what we hope 
will be a long and success¬ 
ful period for the club, 
which I can't wait to be a 
part of.

Fulham have the worst home league record in the second tier 
and I don’t see that poor record improving against high-flying 
Huddersfield Town at Craven Cottage on Saturday. 

Verdict: Huddersfield to win (21/10).

Confident Chelsea welcome skipper’s return

CHELSEA skipper John Terry is, LWN 
Sport understands, earmarked to face 
West Ham United tomorrow in the 
League Cup at London Stadium. 

The Blues legend has not played 
since suffering an injury in the 2-2 
draw against Swansea City at the Lib¬ 
erty Stadium in September. 

Fit-again Terry, 35, was on the bench 
as Chelsea humbled Manchester 
United 4-0 on Sunday at Stamford 
Bridge to move into fourth place in the 
Premier League on goal-difference 
ahead of Tottenham Hotspur. 

But it’s the next game that always 
matters for head coach Antonio Conte, 
so all focus now turns to the EFL Cup 
fourth-round clash with the Hammers 
at their new stadium in Stratford. 

Having lost to Liverpool and Arse¬ 
nal, Chelsea have had three league 
wins on the spin without conceding a 
goal. It’s this impressive form which is 
keeping Terry out of the side. 

Conte said after the mauling of 
Mourinho’s men: “It’s important for 
the manager to find the right solution 
for your team. It wasn’t a good situa¬ 
tion when Chelsea conceded in every 
game - we change and now we are 
playing good football. 

“We made a fantastic start (Pedro 
scored after 30 seconds) but we contin¬ 
ued to play good football with intensity 
and possession, creating many 
chances. Against United we didn’t con¬ 
cede, which was important. It was a 
type of win that increases the confi¬ 
dence. 

“We wanted to show our ambition 


and give the satisfaction to our fans 
and show last season was very bad.” 

It’s amid this backdrop of renewed 
confidence that Terry will be thrust 
and, if Conte continues with his three 
centre-back formation, the likely exclu¬ 
sion will be stand-in skipper Gary 
Cahill. 

Depending on the result in East Lon¬ 
don, Conte will have a dilemma for the 
next league game, Sunday’s tough-look¬ 
ing fixture at Southampton (4pm). Will 
he retain Terry or bring Cahill back? 

One man certain of his place is Ser¬ 
bian midfielder Nemanja Matic, who 
has shaken off the trials and tribula¬ 
tions that seemed to engulf him last 
season to the point where it was ex¬ 
pected that he would leave Chelsea for 
Juventus. 

But under Conte, the 28-year-old is 
revelling in his role, supporting defen¬ 
sive midfielder N’Golo Kante and 
spearheading attacks for the likes of 
Eden Hazard and Diego Costa. 

He was very pleased by Sunday's 
performance. “It was a good game,” he 
said. “Everyone played very well and 
it was a good result for us. We knew it 
would be a hard game but we started 
very well. After the Pedro goal it was 
easier for us to play with more confi¬ 
dence.” 

So are Chelsea fans seeing a new, re¬ 
vitalised team? “Yes,” he said. “At the 
moment we are playing good. We have 
won the last three games but it’s very 
important to continue like this (against 
West Ham). This was the real Chelsea. 
It is not easy to win 4-0 against a strong 
team like Manchester United. I’m very 
happy to win a big game.” 

The last three wins, also including 
victories against Hull City and Leices¬ 
ter City, followed a dreadful 3-0 ham¬ 
mering by Arsenal. So what has 
changed? “Sometimes you need to lose 
a game to wake up,” he said. 


“I think the Arsenal game was a 
wake-up call for us. We knew that we 
had to do better, to work more, and 
that’s what we have done. It’s easy to 
say you need to work hard than to ac¬ 
tually do it. But after the Arsenal game 
we needed to improve. We have quality 
in the team but we had to show it. In 
the last three games we have shown 
quality, scored goals and not conceded, 
which is very important.” 

The return of Jose Mourinho added 
extra spice to the occasion. Was this a 
motivating factor? “Every game is a 
big motivation for us,” said Matic. “We 
play for a big club. That doesn’t 
change, it doesn’t matter who we play.” 

Did some of the players have any¬ 
thing to prove to Mourinho? 

“He was our coach and we respect 
him, me especially,” said Matic. “He 
brought me back here from Benfica, so 
I have big respect for him.” 

Matic appreciates the importance of 
beating a fellow title-contender: “I was 
thinking about that before the game - 
the fact we haven’t beaten a big team 
this season. It was the right moment to 
show we can compete with every team. 
I’m very happy about that. We don’t 
forget that we lost against Liverpool or 
Arsenal but the table shows that we are 
there, we are near. 

“We know we have to continue to 
work like this and not allow opponents 
to take points from us.” 

With 19 points from nine games, 
Chelsea are now just a point behind 
leaders Manchester City and hold 
fourth place. The top five are separated 
by only a point. Are Chelsea, who fin¬ 
ished 10th last season, genuine title- 
contenders now? Matic is ultra 
cautious. 

He said: “Every game is very hard. 
Manchester City started very well but 
in the last few games they have been 
dropping points, which is good for us. 


“The season is long. We will see what 
happens in May. Every game is a differ¬ 
ent story.” 

The back three flanked by a couple 
of wing-backs gives the side a solidity 
that was missing early on, and Matic 
believes the players are seeing the 
virtue of playing it. 

“We enjoy playing this formation,” 
he said. “We work every day to see 
what the coach wants from us with this 
formation, because it’s new for us. As 
you saw against Manchester United, 
we did the job very well.” 

One major addition to the squad has 
been Matic’s midfield partner Kante, 
who notched up the fourth and final 
goal on Sunday after Pedro, Cahill and 
Hazard blew away United. 

France star Kante was a £30 million 
signing from champions Leicester City 
and has settled in very quickly in SW6. 

“N’Golo is a great player,” said 
Matic. “He showed against Manchester 
United and in previous games that he 
has a lot of quality. It is a pleasure for 
me to play with him. We give every¬ 
thing for each other. He is very impor¬ 
tant for the team but also for me, 
because I play next to him.” 

But what of his own form? Matic 
said: “I don’t know. I will leave that to 
you to decide. What I will say is I can 
play good, I can play bad, but I will al¬ 
ways try to give my best for the team. 
The most important thing is that the 
team wins and I will try to give 100 per 
cent.” 

In the summer, Conte refused to sell 
Matic and said that he could become 
one of the world’s best midfielders. 

Matic said: “That gave me a lot of 
confidence and I am trying to give him 
something back in every training ses¬ 
sion, every game. If he is happy with 
me - you will have to ask him about 
that. I will always try to give him my 
best and will continue like this.”

Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM boss Slavisa Jokanovic 
refused to blame his 
goalkeeper David Button for 
the costly error that led to 
Aston Villa's 1 -0 victory on 
Saturday-Whites'first away 
defeat of the season. 

The Cottagers persisted in 
passing the ball back to their 
No 1 and it was his heavy touch 
and wayward clearance from 
outside his box in the 80th 
minute that gifted the winner 
to Jonathan Kodjia, who 
cracked home a superb volley 
from 12 yards. "I encourage my 
team to play with the keeper 
but today sometimes it was not 
necessary to play it to him," said 
the head coach. "I don't blame 
my keeper." 

In their last two home 
games, against Norwich City 
and Queens Park Rangers, 
Whites had conceded two 
penalties and missed the same 
number. And a possession- 
based game that relies too 
much on Button's distribution 
of the ball is clearly flawed. 

"We've given many presents 
in this Championship,"said 
Jokanovic. "We made one big 
mistake today and paid a very 
expensive price. After the cross 
Kodjia smashed the goal very 
well. Credit to him, it's not easy 
to score this kind of goal." 

To be fair to Button, he made 
several decent saves to keep 
Whites in it and could have 
done with more help from his 
flimsy defensive colleagues. 

Jokanovic said: "At the end 
we are disappointed. We had 
possession of the ball, we did 
many important things but it's 
true that we didn't create 
enough chances. 

"We played very well in the 
first 45 minutes but we didn't 
play behind Aston Villa in the 
second half. We tried to fix the 
problem but Villa pushed us 
without the ball, pressed us, 
and won the game with 
muscle. They won the game 
without the ball. We weren't 
solid enough, we showed less 
ambition and a lack of 
concentration. We didn't play 
with enough personality in the 
second half and we paid a very 
expensive price." 

The bare statistics reveal that 
while Fulham dominated with 
66 per cent possession, they 
had only four shots and failed 
to muster one on target. Villa 
managed 16 shots - seven on 
target - for their new manager 
Steve Bruce, who enjoyed his 
first home win since taking 
charge. 

"I like to have possession of 
the ball,"said Jokanovic. "I like 
trying to dominate the game 
but it's necessary to be solid, 
strong. Fouling is part of 
football. Aston Villa are a team 
who use these rules very well 
and we have to be stronger. 

This is the Championship, this 
is England, and we have to 
know where we are. 

Sometimes we are a little bit 
confused." 

Whites will need to clear 
their heads and refocus for 
Saturday's (3pm) challenging 
home clash with third-placed 
Huddersfield Town. They will 
need to show the same spirit 
that earned them a creditable 
draw with Norwich City at 
Craven Cottage last Tuesday, 
when they came from two 
down to draw 2-2 thanks to 
second-half goals from Stefan 
Johansen and Chris Martin, 
having conceded two penalties 
that were both converted by 
Graham Dorrans.
